YIELD 500 MILLION 

Approval Made Within 
30 Minutes by Both 
Houses Today 


94 Per Cent of Citrus 
Growers Authorized 
Shipping Pact 


Mariner With Boat on

Statements in Washington that 
California citrus growers and 
shippers are split on the question 
of continuing the marketing of 
fruit under the national prorate 
system were characterized today 
by Farm Advisor Harold Wahl- 
berg as pure bunk. 

“It looks like someone was 
spreading propaganda in the hope 
of creating dissension," Mr. Wahl- 
berg said. 

The farm advisor recalled that 
about 94 per cent of the citrus 
growers signed the agreement au¬ 
thorizing establishment of the 
California-Arizona Citrus Market¬ 
ing Agreement under which ship¬ 
ments are prorated. 

Plan Holds Favor 
"Our present prorate plan still 
holds favor with as large a major¬ 
ity as before,” Mr. Wahlberg said. 

The intimation that California 
growers do not agree on the pro- 
rate was contained in a story from | 
Washington which said Florida in- i 
terests are trying to have citrus 
fruit exempted from control of the j 
farm administration under the Ag- j 
ricultural Adjustment Act. 

A brief, making this request, j 
prepared by Judge S. L. Holland j 
of Barstow, Fla., was before the j 
senate agriculture committee yes- ; 
terday. The paper was filed 
jointly by Senators Fletcher and j 
1’rammell of Florida. 

The committee is considering 
AAA amendments already ap¬ 
proved by the house of represen¬ 
tatives.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, June 
27. UP)—In speedy fashion, con¬ 
gressional action was completed 
today on a resolution extending 
for two years from next Sunday 
a list of nuisance taxes yielding 
$500,000,000 annual revenue. 

The house approved a confer¬ 
ence report and sent the measure 
to the white house for President 
Roosevelt’s signature. 

House and senate conferees 
agreed to accept the two-year ex¬ 
tension approved by the house in¬ 
stead of the one year voted by 
the senate. 

Within 30 minutes, unanimous 
approval was given in both 
houses for the compromise.

Laval Wants Aid from 
England in Forcing 
Move by Germany 

PARIS, Thursday, June 27. UP)— 
Official French sources said today 
France expects Great Britain, as 
“atonement" for making a separ¬ 
ate Anglo-German naval deal, to 
put pressure on Germany for a re¬ 
duction of the Reich's army. 

Premier Laval, according to 
these sources, told Capt Anthony 
Eden of Great Britain frankly this 
morning that France wants Great 
Britain's help in seeking to induce 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler to cut his 
proposed army well below the 550,- 
000 troops announced. 

When Laval and Eden resumed 
their conversations, interrupted for 
a few days while the British dip¬ 
lomat talked with Premier Musso¬ 
lini in Rome, their policies still 
were wide apart.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, June 
27. UP)—The Bland-Copeland bill, 
designed to build up the American 
merchant marine by subsidies, was 
passed today by the house, 194 to 
186, and sent to the senate. 

Supporters of the measure con¬ 
tended it would foster the devel¬ 
opment of r. merchant marine, 
owned and manned by Americans, 
capable of carrying all domestic 
and half the foreign water-borne 
commerce of the nation and pro¬ 
viding an adequate auxiliary for 
wartime. 

The central feature of the bill 
is a provision for federal subsi¬ 
dies equal to the differences in 
costs between domestic and for¬ 
eign ship construction and opera- 
t ! 'r>. 

In addition, It would Increase 
ship owners’ liability for death 
or injury to passengers at sea.

One Congressman Wants It 


KANSAS CITY, Kans., Thurs¬ 
day, June 27. UP )—A gold rush in 
a sewer today yielded 10 eager 
muckers $450 in coin3 apparently 
discarded by a hotly-pursued thief 
in some now-forgotten foray of the 
past. 

The chief beneficiary was a hos¬ 
pital janitor who paused to dig 
while going to purchase a loaf of 
bread with his last dime, and who 
came up, grimy but grinning, with 
$337.50 in a dirty fist. 

He, Homer O. Womack, prompt¬ 
ly went to the hospital and asked 
a day off to celebrate with his 
wife and year-old child. Womack's 
salary is $22 a month. 

The other nine who were in 
the “pay” as long as It lasted, 


salvaged sums varying from 
$2.50 to $27.50. 

The strike was made by David 
G. Hepworth, foreman of a work 
relief crew who found a $2.50 gold 
piece in the catch basin below a 
manhole. 

Mr. Womack, happening along, 
grabbed $27.50, and, noting the di¬ 
rection of sewage flow, proceeded 
"upstream" to the next catch 
basin. 

His guess was good. He found 
$330 in the remnant of an old cloth 
money bag which presumably had 
contained all coins originally. He 
also found two unexploded pistol 
cartridges. 

Police surmised some thief, pur¬ 
sued too closely, had tossed the 
sack of loot and the weapons of 
his trade In the manhole.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, June 
27. UP )—Rep. Kenney (D., N. J.) 
will seek a vote this session on 
his plan to establish a national 
lottery and “take a billion dollars 
a year away from racketeers and 
gamblers.” 

He said today a house ways and 
means sub-committee would begin 
hearings Friday. The lottery would 
be patterned after Cuban lotteries, 
with prizes offered monthly or 
even oftener. 

Despite the fact that he was un¬ 
successful last year, Mr. Kenney 
expressed confidence that the com¬ 
mittee would approve the legisla¬ 


tion and report it to the house 
floor for a vote. 

“It’s time,” he said, “that we 
stopped letting our people send 
three to four billions abroad or 
Invest It In petty, cheap, Illegal 
gambling that now goes on. We 
can do that by setting up a na¬ 
tional lottery. 

“It has been estimated that we 
could take in a billion dollars a 
year. Why, we could use that 
money to pay the soldiers their 
adjusted compensation certificates 
and then retire all of our public 
debt within 30 years.” 

One-fourth of the money taken 
in from the lottery would be 
turned into the treasury.

In Ethiopia, "going to law” is almost a popular diversion because 
the people of Haile Selassie’s empire are law-loving and lawsuit-loving. 
They wiil "go to law” over a matter of 2 pesas (about 4 cents). For 
such small cases, courts are held on the streets. The natives make 
much use of these courts and always respect their decisions. The sec¬ 
ond highest court is held in the courtyard of the ministry of justice and 
then comes the ministry itself. Over this the emperor presides and fre¬ 
quently wipes out decisions of the lower courts. When Ethiopians are 
sentenced to imprisonment the state does not feed and keep them— 
they are chained and sent home. Another penalty is to chain a debtor 
to his creditor until the debt is settled. The picture shows the result 
of a suit to collect a debt.

Pioneers Kecall Early Days 


Before 1883, railroads in the 
United States were following 50 
different time systems. 


Days when the Santa Ana can¬ 
yon road was just a wagon trail, 
and quicksand in the stream cross¬ 
ings was a problem to teamsters, 
were recalled today by H. S. Pan¬ 
key, 815 North Broadway, who 
first traveled the oil trail in 1878. 

Mr. Pankey’s reminiscences were 
stimulated by a request from the 
Riverside County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce for information about the 
history of the road. In the early 
days Mr. Pankey kept bees at 
Temescal and made frequent 
wagon trips up the winding canyon 
road. It crossed the river three or 
four times between Olive and 
Prado, and the crossings were a 
problem because Of quicksand. The 
road crossed to the north side of 
the river at Scully point, near the 
county line, but returned to the 
south side several miles farther 
up the canyon. 

Had to Pack Sand 

To make the bottom more solid, 
Mr. I’a.nkey used to unhitch his 
team and drive them across sev¬ 
eral times to pack the sand down. 
Even then, he said, his wagon 
sometimes got stuck when he drove 
it across. 

On one sueh occasion Mr. Pan¬ 
key's wagon got stuck in the river 
with a load of lumber. He worked 
several hours in getting it out. He 
was assisted by Dave Watson, a 
brother of the late Jonothan Wat¬ 
son, who was a ’49er. 

Sometimes Ramon de Yorba. 
who owned a ranch at Prado, used 
to drive a whole band of horses 
back and forth over the river to 
settle the sand, Mr. Pankey re¬ 
called. 

The river flowed throughout the 
year in those days, between San 
Bernardino and old Santa Ana, 
which was a Spanish settlement 
three miles above Olive, and where 


there was a store and saloon. Old 
Santa Ana has since vanished. 

Walked Part of Way 
Mr. Pankey came to California 
in 1869. He traveled part of the 
way in a covered wagon train, part 
of - the way on horseback and 
walked part of the way. He first 
went to Azusa, then to Downey 
and finally came to Santa Ana in

Lindbergh's Fingers Aid 
Medicine; He Invents 
Mechanical Heart 


SACRAMENTO, Thursday, June 
27. CP) The per capita cost of 
California s state government, 
under the new tax laws signed into 
effect by Governor Merriam, will 
be boosted to $62.25 for the 1935- 
37 biennium, estimates today in¬ 
dicated. 

The figure is approximately 
$19.50 more than the government 
would have cost each man, woman 
and child in the state if the legis¬ 
lature had not been forced to levy 
$113,500,000 in new taxes. 

Signing by the governor yester¬ 
day of the new automobile prop¬ 
erty tax transfer, the increased 
sales, bank-corporation net profits 
and inheritance taxes and exten¬ 
sion of the sales tax to rented and 
stored property and goods pur¬ 
chased out of state completed the 
new revenue program of the 1935 
legislature. 

Two Others Okrhed 

He previously had approved the 
income and hard liquor tax bills. 

The total tax burden for the 
state becomes, under the new 
laws, about $366,000,000 for the 
1935-37 biennium, or possibly 
$6,000,000 short of balancing the 
$372,000,000 budget. 

The new 80-cent per gallon hard 
liquor, increased liquor license and 
and 3 per cent gallon hard liquor, 
and 3 per cent sales tax with 
foodstuffs exempted, become ef¬ 
fective next Tuesday, July 1. 

The sales tax evasion measures 
by which persons buying property 
in California but taking delivery 
of it out of state or renting or 
storing property to escape the 
present 2 ' t per cent sales tax 
will be made to pay taxes became 
effective yesterday. 

Liquor Stamps Ready 

Likewise the new inheritance 
tax representing an increase of 
about 20 per cent is effective Im¬ 
mediately. 

The automobile property tax 
will become collectable next Jan¬ 
uary and the increased bank-cor¬ 
poration net profits tax will be 
collectable at the end of various 
companies’ fiscal years, probably 
beginning in January, 1936. 

Liquor stamps which retailers 
must affix to all bottles of hard 
liquor were made available today 
by the board of equalization for 
distribution.

As soon as details of the trans¬ 
action are completed, the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach office will be closed 
and all its records will be moved 
to the Santa Ana office. 

Mr. Diehl said it appeared to 
officials of both organizations 
that the Santa Ana Building and 
Loan association was in a better 
position to serve the coast com¬ 
munity and that it would be bet¬ 
ter for all investors to make the 
change, which was approved by 
the building and loan commis¬ 
sioner. 

The Huntington Beach concern 
had assets of $75,000, including a 
small amount of real property. It 
was organized about 10 or 12 
years ago. 

Is Local Concern 

The Santa Ana Building and 
Loan association is a local con¬ 
cern in all respects and is not af¬ 
filiated with any chain organi¬ 
zation. 

“The whole institution has been 
built up for the purpose of Serving 
the people of the community in 
helping them to buy their own 
homes," Mr. Diehl said. 

The local loan concern recently 
moved to its present location at 
the northeast corner of Sixth and 
Main streets, from the southwest 
corner of Fifth and Sycamore 
streets.

There is no overestimate of the 
importance of the flying colonel's 
contribution. Some of the greatest 
scientific achievements rest on 
perfection of mechanical appara¬ 
tus—devised as a rule by scien¬ 
tists themselves. 

Colonel Lindbergh’s peculiar fit¬ 
ness for this branch of scientific 
work is shown in one of the 
earliest instruments he made for 
the Rockefeller institute. 

He adapted the principle and 
shape of a spinning top to solve a 
troublesome problem of scientific 
“washing.” The objects to be 
washed were “corpuscles in sus¬ 
pension," living cells floating in a 
liquid at various depths. The 
problem was to change the liquid 
without touching or disturbing 
them. 

Colonel Lindbergh built a hol¬ 
low top and filled it with the cor¬ 
puscle suspension. When it 
whirled at the right speed the 
washing fluid would be sucked in 
at the pointed bottom. 

Secrecy Maintained 

The old liquid would be forced 
out at the rapidly rotating upper 
edges, where the top was widest. 

Meanwhile the centrifugal 
forces balancing with the pull of 
gravity would keep the corpuscles 
floating right in the middle of the 
top's contents. They would not 
move with the current caused by 
replacing the liquid. 

This work Colonel Lindbergh 
published in 1932. It was the pub¬ 
lic’s first intimation that he had 
entered scientific work at the 
Rockefeller institute. But neither 
he nor the institute would tell 
what the colonel was doing. 

Now the publications of the 
first report on results of the 
mechanical heart reveals that the 
colonel was at his scientific work 
at least as long ago as 1931. It 
was then that he made the first 
of a series of the mechanical 
hearts.^ 

This * means that his progress 
has been in the slow, but accurate 
scientific fashion. It took him at 
least four years to attain the per¬ 
fect mechanical heart now in use. 

Doesn't Discuss Work 

His description of the first 
heart in 1931 was issued without 
his name. Winning his scientific 
spurs has taken apparently as 
long, careful work as the flying 
training preceding the New York 
to Paris flight.

Returning to our starting-point j 
that all is infinite Mind and its 
expression, it is instantly self-evi- ‘, 
dent that everything is mental in 
its nature, and this includes that' 
which we term our everyday expe¬ 
rience. Since everything is the 
manifestation of thinking, we must 1 
learn to think aright, in other 
words, to endeavor to know the 
universe as God knows it. Paul J 
sums up the importance of right ] 
thinking when he declares that "to 
be spiritually minded is life and 
peace,” but "to be carnally minded 
is death." As we begin to think in j 
terms of divine Principle we are 
entertaining divine ideas, in which 
no human discord exists. As these 
ideas find permanent lodgment in 
our consciousness they provide or 
create their own environment in 
our experience, and the former dis¬ 
cords are expelled. Thus our life ; 
activities more and more approxi- | 
mate the divine. This improved j 
I condition is the fulfillment of the 
: Scriptural promise. “Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse, that . 
there may be meat in mine house, 
and prove me now herewith, saith ; 
the Lord of hosts, if I will not j 
' open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that 1 
there shall not be room enough to I 
receive it.” 

The success of Christian Science j 
practice in dealing with human ills, 
frequently when material systems 
and remedies are powerless to j 
help, is due to the fact that Chris- i 
: tian Science deals primarily with 1 
the mental cause, instead of ef- 
| fects. Material methods are un- 
, scientific, because they deal wholly 
with effects and are not capable ' 
of dealing with mental causation. 
It does not matter how skillful one 
might be in cutting off the leaves 
of some noxious weed, if one failed 1 
to pull up the roots. To illustrate: 
let us suppose one was suffering 
from a physical disorder caused by 
\ anger. In such a case it would be 
, of no avail to massage or medicate 
the body, for it is manifest that 
only that which could remove the 
j cause, anger, could produce any 
permanent recovery. 

An eminent medical authority is 
quoted as saying in regard to one 
of the so-called incurable diseases, 
that he never knew a case of it to 
develop which was not preceded by 
a strong emotional upheaval of 
some sort. Here again it is mani¬ 
fest that it is the emotional dis¬ 
order that requires primary atten¬ 
tion. 

Occasionally one hears the criti- 
i cism of some medical authority 
-.hat Christian Science is a menace, 
because it deprives people of med- 
) ica! aid. But it must be remem¬ 
bered that the majority of those 
who turn to Christian Science do 
so after exhausting material medi¬ 
cine and methods: and is not a 
tree known bv its fruits?

When the Discoverer and Found- 
, er of Christian Science gave to the 
. world her wonderful book. “Sci- 
. ence and Health with Key to the 
, Scriptures." in the year 1875. it 
. was immediately bombarded by the 
materialists. It was said to be ab- 
, surd, illogical- the work of the 
i devil. Later, when all of this had 
I been disproved and the book had 
. become a power in religious, med- 
I leal, and scientific circles, the at- 
• tack shifted to Mrs. Eddy herself. 

. It was declared that she was not 
1 the author, and many false state- 
. 1 mer.ts as to her life and character 
. were sent forth, in the vain hope 
, of discrediting the Cause of Chris- 
, tian Science. Many arguments and 
. speculations were advanced con- 
, ceming unimportant historical 
, data, all having the same objective 
1 1 —that of discrediting Mrs. Eddy 
and her discovery. 

Mrs. Eddy, however, with calm 
based upon a spiritual 


progress in the last century. 
are also doubtless aware that Mary 
Baker Eddy heads this list, with 
thousands of votes to spare. 

Leading thinkers in natural sci¬ 
ence are rapidly changing their 
viewpoints and are now favoring 
a metaphysical basis, in place of a 
material basis, as a premise from 
which may be deduced the facts 
concerning the universe. As an ex¬ 
ample of this, one of the foremost 
electrical engineers of the world 
declared: “I think the greatest. dis- 


Mrs. Eddy conferred a great 
blessing upon mankind when she 
taught and proved that the quail- 
ties of the divine Mind are never 
discordant. Now the correlative of 
this is, that the qualities of the 
carnal mind can be discordant and 
therefore produce mortal condi¬ 
tions. In the divine Mind there is 
no sin, decrepitude, disease, nor 
death: no accidents: no lack, loss, 
or limitation: no grief or sorrow.

The lecturer was introduced by 
the first reader of Santa Ana 
church, The First Church of Christ. 
Scientist, who spoke as fololws: 

“On behalf of the members of 
First Church of Christ, Scientist. 
Santa Ana. I extend a most cor¬ 
dial welcome to this lecture on 
Christian Science. 

“Our beloved Leader. Mary Baker 
Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, established a 
Board of Lectureship of The Moth¬ 
er Church, The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Mass.; 
whose members are explaining to 
a troubled world, the comforting 
and healing message of Christian 
Science. 

"We have with U3 today a mem¬ 
ber of this board, who will speak 
to us on the subject of 'Christian 
Science: The Science of Art of 
Spiritual Living.' 

“It is my pleasure to introduce 
to you the Hon. Wm. E. Brown, 
of Los Angeles, Calif. 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

A celebrated pamter who was 
discussing and analyzing many 
phases of art finally exclaimed, 
“After all is said ar.d done, the 
highest art is the art of living." 
How true is this! and how well it 
comprehends the art of Christian 
Science—the art of spiritual living. 

In the Century Dictionary art is 
defined as "The employment of 
given means to effect a purpose."

Of this, 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer

of Scriptural teaching. As one ac¬ 
quires the ability' to interpret the 
Scriptures spiritually, one is in¬ 
creasingly convinced of, and con¬ 
stantly marvels at, the harmony 
and consistency of Scriptural 
teaching, as uncovered by Mrs. 
Eddy's discovery. Here it will be 
helpful to know that the original 
Scriptures were written without 
punctuation or versification, and 
that when translators and various 
writers began to punctuate and 
formulate verses, incorrect use of 
these frequently obscured the spir¬ 
itual meannig. To illustrate: take 
the story of the man bom blind, 
whom Jesus healed. From the 
punctuated reading as given in 
John 9:3. 4, the inference might be 
gained that the man was bom 
blind in order that Jesus might 
have an opportunity of healing 
him; which view is of course abso¬ 
lutely contrary to the fact record¬ 
ed in Genesis 1:31, “And God saw 
every thing that he had made, and. 
behold, it was very good.” How¬ 
ever, through an illumination of 
the spiritual facts revealed in the 
Bible, which Christian Science 
brings, it is recognized that the 
man was not bom blind in order 


This process is clearly outlined 
by Mrs. Eddy, who writes (Science 
and Health, p. 248), “Immortal 
Mind feeds the body with supernal 
freshness and fairness, supplying 
it with beautiful images of thought 
and destroying the woes of sense 
which each" day brings to a nearer 
tomb." The real mar., then, is the 
expression of the divine character, 
and his reason for existing is to 
express God. As to his origin, 
Christian Science teaches us that 
he coexists with God. dwelling for¬ 
ever an idea in infinite Mind, with¬ 
out beginning or end. The highest 
goal of human endeavor is to ac¬ 
quire an understanding of spiritual 
existence, or. as Paul puts it.

Broadly speaking, mankind has 
constructed many theories in the 
attempt to explain this inconsis¬ 
tent and illogical situation. In 
writing of these theories Mrs. 
Eddy states (Science and Health, 
p. 119): “They either presuppose 
"the self-evolution and self-govern¬ 
ment of matter, or else they as¬ 
sume that matter is the product 
of Spirit To seize the first horn 
of this dilemma and consider mat¬ 
ter as a power in and of itself, is 
to leave the creator out of His 
own universe; while to grasp the 
other horn of the dilemma and re¬ 
gard God as the creator of mat¬ 
ter, is not only to make Him re¬ 
sponsible for all disasters, physical 
and moral, but to announce Him 
as their source, thereby making 
Him guilty of maintaining per¬ 
petual misrule in the form and 
under the name of natural law.” 

Revelation, reason, and logic es¬ 
tablish the fact that there could 
not b= two opposing basic powers 
in the universe, and they also 
testify to the spiritual fact that 
there is but one primal cause— 
divine Principle. God, from whom 
all things proceed. Reason and 
logic also testify to the fact that 
such Principle, to be infinite and 
eternal, must be harmonious. It 
is self-evident that discordant 
things are self-destructive, hence 
not eternal. 

When it is clearly seen that 
there is but one primal, eternal, 
harmonious cause, the conclusion

works of God. Again, take the fa¬ 
miliar Scriptural declaration given 
in Matthew 7:14 “Strait is the 
gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth ur.to life, and few 
there be that find it." From this 
reading it might be inferred that 
all were not to find the way of 
life; but the Rotherham transla¬ 
tion puts an entirely different con¬ 
struction on this verse, where he 
says, "And few there be who are 
finding it.”

"DEATH CLAUSE” DEMISE 
ilUDDLESTON and Pettengill 
pooled forces in scuttling the 
“death warrant” section. 

Their substitute strikes out this 
provision and replaces it with 
another blanket-authority device. 
Under their wording, the securi¬ 
ties and exchange commission 
would be empowered to decide 
which holding companies should 
be abolished and which should not. 

Against this proposal adminis¬ 
tration leaders raise no’, only the 
issue of constitutionality but that 
of practicability.

sible for the SEC to pass judg¬ 
ment on the hundreds of giant 
holding company combines 
throughout the country. 

Notwithstanding these argu¬ 
ments, Huddleston and Pettengill, 
seconded by new deal republicans 
Mapes and Wolverton, put these 
utility - approved amendments 
through the interstate commerce 
committee and pushed the presi¬ 
dent’s bill before the full house in 
a form that administrationites re¬ 
gard as obviously unconstitu¬ 
tional.

Repeatedly the federal trade 
commission has denounced this 
system as mulcting the public.

HAVE A CARE! 

I F newsboys cried extras announcing that the entire 
population of Pennsylvania had been laid low by some 
catastrophe, a shudder of horror would go through the 
nation! Yet, says the National Safety Council Inc., last 
year accidental death and disabling injuries struck down 
9,821,000 persons, or a number just about equal to the 
Keystone State’s population. 

Accidents, many of them preventable, killed 101,000 
Americans. They rode the highways, killing 36,000, per¬ 
manently disabling 100,000, injuring one million more. 
They invaded industry’s plants, killing 16,000 workmen, 
injuring 1,300,000. They followed people to play, causing 
the deaths of 17,500 swimmers, hunters, hikers and eques¬ 
trians. They even darkened the sanctuary of home life, 
killing 34,500 and injuring five million. 

No one can fix the cash value of human life, but ap¬ 
proximate costs of accidents in wage losses, medical care, 
insurance, property damage and other things can be esti¬ 
mated. The Safety Council thinks last year’s bill was 
$3,500,000,000. 

Accidents are not visitations of the gods. They can 
be minimized with safety laws strictly administered, pub¬ 
lic opinion directed against careless and irresponsible citi¬ 
zens, personal resolutions to respect the rights of others.
